smash hit to be produced at 
McGill in many a bleak year. 
From first night evidence it 
would seem that the Revue will 
play to record crowds this sea- 
son. Music, choruses, settings 
and skits 'were all of the highest 
calibre. The whole show was col- 
orful, clever, and entertaining. Pac- 
ing was swift, scene followed scene 
with exhilarating variety. The Re- 
vue deserves to be S.R.O. It's tops! 

Feature spot In the show was 
the smart, sophisticated rendition 
of "There's No Subsjitute_for^Love,'' 
written by Iris Armstrong and Bill 
Hingston, which slopped the show. 
The poised, petite Iris, coupled with 
the nonchalant Top Emery, did 
much to put over the brilliant ly- 
rics of this number. So enthusias- 
tic was the audience that they were 
forced to take an encore, some- 
thing which is unprecedented in 
Revue history within the last few 
years. 

ST. MARTIN SINGS. 

Madeleine St Martin, beautiful 
song stylist, sang two lovely num- 
bers, "Dreams Alone" and "Say 
When," both by Sam Tolchinsky. It 
is regrettable that some of the ef- 
fect of her voice was lost due to 
poor orchestration and bad acous- 
tics. However, some of these 
faults can be remedied for future 
performances. 

"Nellish, the Beautiful Lightoush 
Keepersh Daughter (Sh)" was full 
of clowning and comedy that is 
vaguely reminiscent of old fashion- 
ed mellers, on the Corona Barn 
style. Bernice Ashkanase, veteran 
of many a historic revue skit, was 
excellent as Mae South, giving a 
portrayal of that hardened woman 
who reforms that shocked one with 
its s^rk reality. 
STEVENSON AS CINDERELLA 

The other skit, entitled for some 
unknown reason, "Cinderella, a 
Grim Business," contains an exqui- 
site satire upon campus radicals, 
reds in general, and the famed three 
bears of Russia,— Stalin, Lenin and 
Trotsky, as well as a very smooth 
bit of work by Rita Stevenson, in 
the lead. The act abounds with 
quick punch lines, effective gags 
and doubtful jokes. Mildred Heller, 
.Harriet Bloomficld and the three 
bears were shown to good effect 

Among the clever pieces of irony 
was a piece called "A Couple of 
Social Problems," with Carlo Bos as 
Joe College and Talbot Johnston 
as the erudite thinker. The skit re- 
calls to mind a Kaufman-Hart poli- 
tical satire, clever and well-executed 
in theme and idea. 

Barbara "Cornelia Otis Skinner" 
Whitley was seen in a bright con- 
versational piece with herself. As 
usual, her portrayal of one of those 
women who are too busy to think 
was more than well received. 

CHAMBERLAIN PORTRAYED 

"The Tie That Binds," a pertinent 
political comment on the contemp- 
orary scene which features Cham- 
berlain leaning towards swastikas, 
lost much because it was not suffi- 
ciently impertinent. 

Music this year was by far super- 
ior to anything that the Revue has 
ever produced. The show opened 
with "Heart Beats,!* by John Kettles, 
who also was responsible for "Trop- 
ical Swing," both very good, solid 
numbers.

He arrived last night from King- 
ston, where he has acted as guest 
editor of the Queen's Journal Wed- 
nesday night. 

"Every college newspaper is dif 
ferent," he stated, "and it is always 
very interesting and instructive for 
an editor to study the ways of other 
editors." . 

The Varsity, for example, is al 
together different in form from the 
Daily. It is a tabloid in size, itr 
staff is smaller, consisting «nly of 
sixty men to the Daily's 100, but it 
has its own press, run by two of 
the students. 

The visitor declared that the 
C.U.P. has already performed a 
great service in "unifying student 
opinion. He pronounced himself 
pleased with the' co-operation he 
had found in inter-varsity relation- 
ships shown at the Winnipeg Con- 
ference, one of whose greatest ac- 
complishments was the formation of 
the C.U.P. 

Asked his opinion of sports activ- 
ity, Les stated that sports activities 
too frequently lead students to for- 
get that they are all at college for 
the same purpose, namely, that of 
getting an education, and a great 
part of this education is obtained in 
newspaper work. 

Though Les is now the big-wig of 
the Varsity, he can proudly state 
that he is a self-made man, having 
risen from the lowly stage of cub 
reporter through the successive 
grades of Assistant Managing Edi- 
tor, News Editor, to the exalted 
position which he now occupies.

Bemis Professor at Harvard 
University to Lecture at 
Eleven a.m. Today 



I'HIS morning at eleven o'clock, 
Professor Manley O. Hudson, 
Bemis Professor of International 
Law at Harvard University, will 
lecture on the subject: "The Work- 
ing of the World Court." The lecture 
will take place in Moyse Hall. Pro- 
fessor Hudson, in addition to his 
work at Harvard, is at present a 
member of the permanent court of 
International Justice at the Hague. 

Professor Hiidsoh, a distinguish- 
ed American, was bom in 1888 in 
Missouri. He left his birthplace, . St. 
Peters, to attend the William JeWell 
College. Graduating from this uni- 
versity in 1906, Professor Hudson 
did several years' postrgraduate 
work at Harvard University. 

Today Professor Hudson holds 
many important positions. Among 
other things, he is a trustee of the 
World Peace Foundation and also 
one of the Vice-Presidents of the 
American Society of International 
Law. 

As the author of numerous discus- 
sions on international questions,

Since there is no teaching of in- 
ternational affairs at McGill, and 
since there is a great number of 
students who are interested in the 
subject, the International Relations 
Club was constituted yesterday 
afternoon at Strathcona Hall.

College Journalism 

One of the most frequently heard 
(Complaints concerning Canadian Univer- 
• : isities is their lack of any courses in 
journalism destined to meet the vocational 
^.::^^riieéds of students preparing for work in 
the newspaper business. We have often 
looked with envious eyes to the courses in 
Jouinalism provided by many universities 
âtokthe south of us. 

?^^^Yet all has not been se'rene in Amer- 
ican journalism schools. Many authorities 
&|j;, in the newspaper and educational world 
have doubted the value of these schools. 
^pHarvard in particular has maintainèd a 
|M| negative attitude regarding their value. 
%; That institution turned down the two 
. million 'dollar offer of Joseph Pulitzer in 
■ -1903 which Columbia later snapped up 
and with which President Butler estab- 
lishéd the Columbia School of Journalism. 
As recently , as last January over a million 
, 'do;l|M^asjj,l?egueathed Harvard "to pro- 
V inow^^^^KaMards of journalism". Yet 
^President Conaiit did not establish a school 

■ of jbiirnalism— the money is to be spent 
^^..^not for a school, but for fellowships for a 
j^^dozèn or so newspaper men who have had 

at least three years experience in news- 
. . paper work and who may enter Harvard' 
'"^d study any subjects, such as Economics, 
"itory or English, that would prove 
Jâiefieial in tiieir, particular type of 
joumalism. 

This contempt for journalism schools 
was voiced last week by. Président 
Hutchins of the University of Chicago at 
^ô|;: fifty-fourth annual meéting of the 
land Daily Press Association. He said 
ifpart, "The shadiest educational ven- 
Wiaee Hnder respectable auspices are the 
Bdiools of journalism. They exist in de- 
fiance of the obvious fact that the best 
pr^oration for journalism is a good 
education. Journalism itself can be 
learned, if at all, only by being a 
journalist." 

The editor of the Kansas City 
'^oumal-Poat has gone on record as ex- 




Hutchins. He thinks that a B.A. repre- 
sents a training for journalism much 
superior to that of a B.J. Journalism to 
him implies "a broad education and a 
familiarity with the arts and sciences 
which constitute our contemporary civil- 
ization." 

Of course there is another side to the 
story. It is even apparent that all editors 
do not agree with him and with President 
Hutchins. In a poll conducted among 
eight editors by the trade paper,* Editor 
and Publisher three did agree, two didn't 
and the others had, n o definite views. One 
editor, of fffi^pT^folk Virginia Ledger- 
Dispatch, said, "It doesn't make sense for 
newspapers to pay salaries to cubs learning 
fundamentals that could have been beaten 
into their heads before they got on any- 
body's pay roll." Naturally enough, the 
Deans of the journalism schools have 
unanimously endorsed scliools of journal- 
ism. The editor of the Marquette Univer- 
sity Tribunte and member of the journal- 
ism school there, has written supporting the 
schools and claims that these schools are 
primarily devoted to science, languages, 
economics, and philosophy with the^ addi- 
tion of technical newspaper subjects. 

Students in the better universities of 
central Canada can afford to be smug 
about the whole situation. Certainly no 
universities ^xan^iJ)oast a higher standard 
than the Arfe cblleges of Canadh with their 
splendid educational facilities.. The much 
talked of "general background in arts" can 
be obtained here as well, if not better than 
any other place. - 

As for the "technical training," we feel 
personally, that, at the mbst, only the 
essentials are necessary for the beginner. 
The important thing is the wide knowledge 
and cultural background. We also believe 
that ample technical training ;is provided 
in the larger universities of Canada, by 
the college newspapers. Their facilities 
and technical methods are well adapted 
for beginners in journalism. Every jour- 
nalistic minded student should take the 
opportunity of working on his college 
paper. 



Success on the Air 

Yesterday afternoon, close, to one 
hundred undergraduates participated in 
the first major radio broadcast from 
McGill. These students, most of them 
making their premier appearance on the 
air, were uncertain as to the outcome of 
their big venture, but they worked hard 
and hoped for the best.

When the Graduates Athletic 
Club of McGill University honours 
Dr. Frederick James Tees at its an- 
nual dinner at the McGill Union 
on Wednesday, March 23, at 6.30 
pjn., the Club will pay tribute to 
one of McGill's most Illustrious 
graduates and staunchest followers 
of her athletic teams. Dr. Tees' 
well-known charm and modesty 
have long cloaked an outstanding 
record of service to Canada, Mont 
real and McGill. As a scholar, ath' 
lete,' soldier and surgeon, Dr. Tecs 
stands in the front rank of McGiU's 
noted graduates. 

Dr. Tees was born in Montreal in 
1880 and after attending Victoria 
and Montreal High Schools, entered 
McGill in 1897 and became Presl 
dent of the Freshman class. AI' 
though one of McGlU's all-round 
athletes, he specialized in track and 
the jumping events. In 1899 he 
carried oil the intercollegiate broad 
jumping championship and was a 
member of those famous McGill 
track teams which swept every 
thtog before them at the turn of 
the century. After graduating as 
Bachelor of Arts in 1901 with high 
honours in literature and history, 
he organized the visit of the OX' 
ford-Cambridge track teams ..which 
mèt McGill -and Toronto for tlie 
first time in'September, 1901. En 
tering Medicine itrfthe class of 1005, 
the budding medico gained further 
scholastic honours as first year 
prize man in 1902 and also served 
two terms as President of the Mc- 
Gill AthleUc Association, in 1902 
and again in 1905. 

In 1903 and 1904 he was manager 
of the hockey team and it is inter- 
esting to note in this day of reviv- 
ing interest in figure skating that 
the club was known as the Skating 
and Hockey Club. In 1903 and 1904 
the. Medical Undergraduate Society 
entrusted their funds in his care as 
Treasurer and in the latter year he 
added further to his scholastic 
standing by winning the Medical 
Society Junior prize. In 1904 and 
1905 he was elected President of the 
McGill Y.M.C,A. and Secretary of 
the Canadian Amateur Athletic 
Union. He graduated in 1905 with 
the degree of M.D.C.M. and climax- 
ed a brilliant academic career by 
winning the Medical Society Senior 
prize. The author of Dr. Tees' 
biography in the McGill Annual in 
1905 in describing the famous smile 
said: 

"See little Freddy how he dotes 
Upon his daUy Quaker Oats, 
And 'every fellow-student notes 
The-sihile-that-won't-come ofll" 

—and after thirty-three years it still 
shows no sign of wearl 

Continuing his interest in the 
executive branch of- athletics, Dr. 
Tees was McGill Governor at vari- 
ous periods in the Intercollegiate 
Athletic Union and from 1902 to 
1907 represented the^JJifiyimïtyf^^^ 



WILLIAM Laurence S. O'Brien— > 
Bill to youse guys— was born 
on November 1, 1914, in Outremont. 
Bill went to school at Portsmouth 
Priory School in Rhode Island, ànd 
after finishing his preparatory 
schooling entered McGill in 1934. 
He graduates this year with his 
B.Comm., and McGill is going to lose 
another of her sons who has made 
a name for himself In intercolle- 
giate athletic circles. 

Bill played Junior hockey for a 
year before moving up to the Inter- 
mediates; he played on the Inter- 
mediate team during the 1936-37 
campaign, the team winning the 
Intermediate Intercollegiate title. 
This year Bill moved up to the 
Senior ranks, and really hit his 
stride towards the end of the sea- 
son when he showed real hockey 
ability, in the closing games. Bill 
also played Freshman football, and 
has been a member of the tennis 
team since 1935, winning Uie Inter- 
collegiate singles title that same 
year. He was captain of the team 
last year. 

Bill probably attained his most 
prominence this last year, playing 
both tennis and hockey. His speed 
as a skater will be missed when 
next year's edition of the Redmen 
turn out, while the tennis team will 



Alex Ross (christened Charles 
Alexander) is a fine example of 
those boys who are able at college 
to combine athletics and executive 
activities with a goodly amount of 
studying, and make a jolly fine job 
of them all.

For conspicu- 
ous bravery in the field he was 
awarded the Military Cross in No- 
vember, 1916. 

Returning from overseas, f>r, 
Tees continued his active interest in 
athletics as honourary President of 
McGill football, track, hockey and 
other clubs and he has for many 
years been attached to the Mont- 
real General Hospital as Senior As- 
sociate Surgeon, and in 1936 was 
President of the Canadian Associa- 
tion of Clinical Surgeons. • 

The McGill Graduates Athletic
